WILMINGTON — On Friday, 
Sept. 11, 2020, a community ga- 
thered together with heavy 
hearts to say their final good- 
byes to fellow Wilmington resi- 
dent, Massachusetts State 
Trooper ist Class Thomas W. 
Devlin. 
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Trooper Devlin served on the 
Massachusetts State Police for 
35 years and was a model 
trooper, receiving numerous 
commendations throughout his 
career including the Medal of 
Lifesaving in 1999. 

Trooper Devlin was not only 
a valued co-worker to his fel- 
low troopers, he was also a 
beloved friend, neighbor, hus- 
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band, father and citizen of his 
Wilmington community. 

On July 26, 2018 Trooper Dev- 
lin was conducting a routine 
traffic stop along Route 3 in 
Billerica when he was struck by 
a motorist who failed to move 
over for an emergency vehicle. 

Over the next two years, 
Trooper Devlin underwent six 
major surgeries to address the 


multiple internal and external 
injuries he sustained from the 
accident. After a very long and 
brave battle, Trooper Devlin 
succumbed to those injuries 
and died on Sept. 3, 2020, at the 
age of 58. 

On Thursday, Sept. 10, 2020, 
while keeping in compliance

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Board of Selectmen receive Board of Selectmen discuss Olin, 
COVID updates

WILMINGTON — To be- 
gin their meeting on Mon- 
day night, the Board of Sel- 
ectmen received the regu- 
lar COVID update from 
Health Director Shelly New- 
house and Fire Chief Bill 
Cavanaugh. Newhouse said 
the town is up to 14 positive 
cases and seven residents 
in quarantine. She later ad- 
ded that four. of these cases 
are in the same two house- 
holds, but there’s no link or 
age trend among the rest. 

Chief Cavanaugh agreed 
that masks are a neces- 
sary safety measure that 
residents should be taking 
care to wear, not only for 
themselves but also for 
public safety personnel. He 
also commented on the 
final reimbursement ef- 
forts being made under the 
CARES Act. 

The board asked about 
whether there are signs 
and mask policies for spa- 
ces like basketball courts 
and sports fields. Select- 
men Kevin Caira and Jo- 
marie O’Mahony both men- 
tioned they’d seen people 
without masks recently in 
different town parks and 
fields. 

“We want to get back to 
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normal and get kids back 
into school — now’s not 
the time to challenge the 
things that have been 
working all summer,” O’Ma- 
hony said. 

Newhouse recommended 
that anyone at a town park 
or field wear a‘mask. 

Chairman Jonathan Ea- 
ton asked Newhouse if she 
had a recommendation 
about a few board requests 
to be considered later in 
the evening — namely, a 
request for Wilmington 
Travel Basketball to use 
the courts at Yentile Farm, 
and a request to change 
the Nov. 3 polling to only 
be at the Shriner’s audito- 
rium. She answered that 
the travel basketball re- 
quest is not a concern as 
long as they follow the 
guidance, and then Sel- 
ectman Bendel congratu- 
lated the fire department 
on its new fire engine. 

In regards to the proposal 
to move to the Shriner’s 
auditorium for in-person 
voting on Nov. 3, the board’s 
vote was split 3-2 after a 
short presentation from 
Town Clerk Christine Tou- 
ma-Conway, Registrar Pat- 
ty Ward and Mary Osgood. 

The Town Clerk started 
by stating the reasons for 
the proposal: expanding 
voting capacity in a build- 
ing larger than all the 
other polling locations put 
together, in case of in- 
clement weather, and due 
to a predicted surge in vo- 
ter turnout with the presi- 
dential election. 

Ward chimed in to say 
that parking, access, and 
flow in the Shriner’s build- 
ing are all optimal. She 


also implied that it may 
affect custodial overtime 
cleaning should any of the 
town’s schools be used.as 
polling locations. However, 
Caira reminded everyone 
that Nov. 3 is a scheduled 
professional development 
day. 

Newhouse agreed with 
Touma-Conway that it 
would be easier and more 
practical to use only the 
Shriner’s for maintaining 
safety and social distanc- 
ing for the election. 

Greg Bendel established 
that most of the residents 
he’s heard from regarding 
this proposal are opposed 
to it. Some of the reasons 


he suggested it wouldn’t be- 


advisable are that the Shri- 
ner’s may be further away 
than the normal polling 
station and having to noti- 
fy voters in advance of the 
change. 

Selectman Caira refer- 
enced a part of the plan 
Touma-Conway explained 
where the town would have 
motorized carts available 
at the Shriner’s auditori- 
um, asking how they would 
be acquired and paid for. 
The Town Clerk said she 
had been waiting to get 
approval before looking 
into it. Caira also expres- 
sed concern for having too 
many residents inside of 
the Shriner’s building at a 
time, even if the law allows 
elections to waive the 50- 
person limit. 

Osgood pointed out the 
intention of the registrar is 
to have voters moving in 
and out as quickly as pos- 
sible with more voting 
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subcommittees and 
various other requests

WILMINGTON — The 
U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) an- 
nounced today the exten- 
sion of the public com- 
ment period for a pro- 
posed cleanup plan for the 
Olin Chemical Superfund 
Site in Wilmington. 

The public comment pe- 
riod, which began on Aug. 
26, 2020, has been extend- 
ed 30 days and will now 
run through Oct. 26, 2020. 

The purpose of the plan 
is to provide interim 
cleanup options to remove 
ongoing sources of con- 
tamination in groundwa- 
ter and final cleanup op- 
tions for addressing con- 
taminated soil, sediments, 
and surface water at the 
site, and to solicit public 
comment on EPA’s pre- 
ferred alternatives for ad- 
dressing the contamina- 
tion. 

EPA added the site to

After the 
3-2 vote which ultimately 
passed, O’Mahony asked if 
the finalized plan for in-per- 
son voting could be brought 
back before the board per- 
haps in October with a re- 
minder of other voting op- 
tions available to residents. 

Another board item af- 
fected by COVID-19 was the 
Wilmington Rotary Club’s 
efforts to virtually hold 
their annual ice bucket 
challenge. Rotary Presi- 
dent Gregory Sadowski ex- 
plained that the club is still 
active via their annual live 
auction and working with 
the high school interactive 
club on a community serv- 
ice project. 

Former president Mike 
Burns also shared the club’s 
desire for a virtual chal- 
lenge this year given the 
importance of finding a cure 
for ALS and the success of 
the challenge Sth 


Burns hopes that members 
of the board and the com- 
munity will participate and 
challenge ,their friends to 
give to the Angel Fund 
which puts all of their pro- 
ceeds toward ALS research 
at the UMass Memorial Me- 
dical Center in Worcester 
(theangelfund.org/donate). 

He then joked with Sel- 
ectman O’Mahony, who had 
recently posted a video of 
herself participating in the 
ice bucket challenge, where- 
in he perceived that the 
water wasn’t very cold and 
there was not enough ice in 
the bucket. O’Mahony set- 
tled the debate later when 
she brought her daughter 
onto her Zoom screen to 
establish that there was 
plenty of ice and cold water. 

With the previous appro- 
val of the health director, 
the board voted in favor of 
letting Wilmington Travel 
Basketball use the courts at 
Yentile Farm Monday to 
Friday from 5 to 8 p.m. for 
the weeks of Sept. 28 and 
Oct. 5. Joe Maiella said that 
this would be a skills-based 
trial to help form teams for 
the basketball season. 

While Wilmington’s school 
gyms are out of the question, 
he said the high school bas- 
ketball court would limit 
them to 20 athletes per 
court, when at Yentile-Farm 
they could get up to 40 with 
appropriate social distanc- 
ing.

School Committee approves calendars and hears reports

WILMINGTON — To begin their 
first in-person meeting since 
March this past Tuesday night, the 
School Committee unanimously 
approved all of the minutes, war- 
rants, and policies being reviewed 
without comment. The policy was 
the MASC Sample Policy EBCFA 
regarding face masks that had 
been slightly edited since the previ- 
ous meeting. 

They moved right along to the 
Superintendent’s Report from Dr. 
Glenn Brand, which only con- 
tained the 2020 lunch waivers that 
will be expanded for this coming 
school year. The food services de- 
partment provided more than 
195,000 meals so far since they 
began giving out free meals at the 
beginning of the pandemic. 

Several School Committee mem- 
bers expressed thanks from them- 
selves and people who reached out 
to them. Meals will continue to be 
given out on the same operating 
schedule as they use currently. 

Their next item for approval was 
the appointment of Superintendent 
Brand to the SEEM Board. They 
also unanimously approved the an- 
nual School Committee Meeting 
Calendar... With some discussion, 
the committee approved the dis-

trict’s participation in the follow- 
ing fall sports: field hockey, soccer, 
golf, and cross country. 

They agreed this should not be 
affected by the school district 
starting with remote learning well 
into the fall season. 

After reading a memo from Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull regarding 
the committee to hire an OPM for 
the new town hall/school adminis- 
tration building, they identified 
committee member Steve Bjork 
and appointed him as the School 
Committee’s designee. 

The committee approved the re- 
vised 2020-2021 school calendar 
with the first day of school being 
the very next day. Dr. Brand ex- 
plained this calendar includes the 
reduction to 170.school days for 
students, but teachers and staff 
are contracted to work 182 days. 

Completing 10 days of profession- 
al development for staff as of that 
day, the other two days of profes- 
sional development are for the 
presidential election and a place- 
holder in the end of June. 

“We envision the employment of 
that day may be in transitioning 
between learning models,” Dr. 
Brand said. 

This would allow students extra 
space to adjust to a new learning 
model and/or transition between 
schools.

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Arsenault went for a midnight swim in a river in Morocco

78 years ago, Frederick 
Arsenault went for a little 
swim in the Sebou River at 
Port Lyautey, Morocco. 

Yes, there’s a little more to 
the story, and it’s not about 
a day at the beach. Arsen- 
ault was a member of a U.S. 
Navy demolition team on a 
top-secret mission, the first 
U.S. action in World War II 
in North Africa. 

The divers were tasked to 
cut a steel cable and re- 
lease a boom blocking the 
channel in the river. With 
the cable cut, a U.S. de- 
stroyer would then be able 
to proceed upstream, land- 
ing 300 troops to storm the 
Port Lyautey airfield. 

The mission was fraught 
with danger. The area was 
controlled by Vichy French 
troops, under direction from 
the Nazis. The French had 
been in Morocco since 1912, 
after they signed a treaty 
with the Sultan of Morocco. 

When Germany and Italy 
defeated France in June 
1940, the Nazis took over. 
The government of France 
came under German con- 
trol and became known as 
Vichy French. 

The war had been raging 
in Europe since 1939, but 
the U.S. did not enter until 
the attack on Pear] Harbor, 
Dec. 7, 1941. That attack fo- 
cused the U.S. involvement 
on Japan. In 1942, the U.S. 
was persuaded by the Brit- 
ish to begin fighting the 
Axis powers in outlying 
areas rather than in Eu- 
rope. 

The pushback, known as 
Operation Torch, under Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower and 
Gen. George Patton, came in 
November 1942. While other 
allies focused on the areas 
along the Mediterranean, 
the U.S. attacked Morocco 
along its Atlantic coastline. 
The Sebou is about 100 
miles south of the Strait of 
Gibraltar. 

A.combat demolition unit 
with 17 men was formed 
and trained in Virginia. 
From the moment they vol- 
unteered, it was as if the 
men had dropped from exis- 
tence. Not even the training 
officers knew of the assign- 
ment. They were ordered to 
talk with nobody. 

They crossed the Atlantic 


on the USS Brant, a mine- 
sweeper converted to a res- 
cue operations ship. They 
were to rendezvous with 


the assault force, near the ' 


coast of North Africa. 

The initial venture into the 
Sebou took place on Noy. 8. 
The demolition team board- 
ed a landing craft and head- 
ed for the river. All was 
quiet ashore, but the garri- 
son in the Kasbah Mehdia 
had been alerted. As the 
boat passed a jetty, a red 
flare was fired. Enemy fire 
followed from two positions, 
with searchlights. 

The sailors kicked in full 
power and began zig-zag- 
ging, but suffered no hits. A 
U.S. destroyer opened up 
on the fort, which counter- 
ed with artillery. This re- 
port comes from a book, 
“The Naked. Warriors,” by 
Col. Francis Douglas Faire 
and Don Moore. 

Having lost the element 
of surprise, the demolition 
crew made a hasty depar- 
ture, Arsenault related in 
an interview with the Bos- 


ton American in 1948. 

On Nov. 9; there was a 
radio message. The airfield 
had to be taken. They set 
out again. The boat was 
loaded with explosives, wire 
cutters, two inflated rubber 
boats, two light machine 
guns and a huge underwa- 
ter explosive device. This 
time they reached the barri- 
er without detection. There 
was a net suspended from a 
cable, an inch and a half in 
diameter, with a smaller 
wire above. Small vessels at 
anchor buoyed the cable. 

With surf pounding on the 
boat, Arsenault and other 
divers went into the water, 
using only shallow water 
masks and oxygen masks. 

“Tt probably only took us 
two to four minutes under 
the water,” he said, “but to 
us, it was centuries. I felt 
sorry for the poor guys who 
had to stay on deck.” 

They were able to attach 
an explosive cutting device 
to the cable and it worked 
on the first try. After the 
cable and the wire went

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down, the fort opened fire. 
The landing craft, known as 
a Higgins boat, offered little 
protection, being largely 
made of plywood. One offi- 
cer was wounded and one 
sailor was injured. Arsen- 
ault came through unscath- 
ed. 

With the barrier down, 
the destroyer USS Dallas 
was able to steam up the 
river and take out the 
Kasbah (fort). The Dallas 
then landed 300 troops to 
attack and seize the Port 
Lyautey Airport. Not only 
did this deprive the Vichy 
French of an airport, but it 
became a base for a U.S. 
squadron of P-40 planes. 

The battle led to an Allied 
victory, securing Morocco. 
Searcely two months later, 
President Roosevelt and 
Winston Churchill met. in 
Casablanca, about 75 miles 
south of Port Lyautey. 

In March 1943, Fred Ar- 
senault and compatriots 
were awarded the Navy 
Cross, the second-highest 
award in the Navy. His cita- 
tion read: 

“On the night of Novem- 
ber 9, 1942, Arsenault was a 
member of a demolition 
party which was assigned 
the task of cutting a pas- 
sage through a navigation- 
al obstruction at the mouth 
of the Sebou River at Meh- 
dia. With great skill and 
courage, this party suc- 
cessfully passed through 
the treacherous breakers at 
the entrance and accom- 
plished this task in the face 
of hostile. fire. This was 
done for the purpose of per- 
mitting the USS Dallas to 
navigate up the river to the 
Airport near, Port Lyautey 
to land a group of raiders 
to take that important ob- 
jective.” 

Arsenault also had a sec- 
ond memento of the expe- 
dition. In the mud of the 
Sebou River, he found a 
cigarette case with the in- 
scription, “Le Commandant 
et Le Personnel de LiEsca- 
drille No. 3.” A legendary 
French air squadron, L’Es- 
cadrille No. 3 dates from 
the time of World War I 
and is still in existence. 

Fred Arsenault came 
home to Lexington where 
he married Jean Cameron. 
The Arsenault family later 
moved to Wilmington and 
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settled on Dell Drive. 

In 1986, nearly 45 years 
after his little swim, he 
received a Massachusetts 
license plate, “Legion of 
Valor,” plate #1. 

His half-brother, Henry J. 


Arsenault, died on June 9, 
1944, three days after D- 
Day, in the invasion of Nor- 
mandy

‘The Merrimack: River at Risk’

TEWKSBURY — The 
mighty Merrimack has 
as history as long as its 
run. Lifeblood to the val- 
ley that bears its name, 
the river is both giving 
and challenging at the 
same time. Tewksbury 
draws its drinking water 
from the 117 mile river, 
which makes the new 
documentary, “The Mer- 
rimack: River at Risk,” 
even that much more 
important to watch. 

Created by filmmaker 
Jerry Monkman, the film 
explores the river that 
touches over 20 cities 
and towns in New Hamp- 
shire and Massachu- 
setts. The river has pow- 
ered mills and factories, 
supports wildlife and ag- 
riculture, is a haven for 
recreation, but has strug- 
gled to find respect and 

_ kindness in return for all 
it has provided. 

The film will be screen- 
ed for free by the Merri- 
mack River Watershed 
Council on Sept. 24 at 7 
p.m. during a virtual 
event which will also in- 
clude an expert Q&A 
panel. The film is a pro- 
duction of the Society for 
the Protection of New 
Hampshire Forests. 

The film was four years 
in the making and is 
hosted by conservationist 
Leah Hart. The film dis- 
cusses how the Mer- 
rimack is one of the most 
endangered rivers in. the 
country. While the Clean 


Water Act of 1975 sought 
to help restore water- 
ways and clean up dis- 
charges of sewage and 
chemicals, there are new 
threats to the river’s 
health, and the animals 
and people that depend 
on it. 

According to the Envi- 
ronmental Protection 
Agency, the river pro- 
vides drinking water for 
approximately 500,000 
people in five Massachu- 
setts communities: Low- 
ell, Methuen, Andover, 
Tewksbury, and Lawrence. 
The Merrimack River 
also provides water to 
many communities in the 
greater Nashua, N.H. 
area, which are served 
by Pennichuck Water. 

Manchester, N.H. and 
Haverhill are planning to 
add infiltration wells 
along the Merrimack Ri- 
ver, increasing the num- 
ber of people drinking 
source water from the 
Merrimack, to more than 
700,000, according to the 
EPA website. 

The river starts in New 
Hampshire at the conflu- 
ence of the Winnepesau- 
kee and Pemigewasset 
Rivers. The river is the 
fourth largest watershed 
in New England, flowing 
all the way to the At- 
lantic Ocean via Newbury- 
port. Historical perspec- 
tives along with current 
challenges of legislation 


and conservation are. 


highlighted in the film. 
Stormwater runoff and 
sewage overflows have 
contributed to a deterio- 
ration of work that had 


been done years before to 
try to clean up and sus- 
tain the river. The Mer- 
rimack River Watershed 
Council estimates that 
nearly 800 million gallons 
of untreated sewage dump- 
ed into the Merrimack 
River from six urban 
treatment plants in 2018 
alone. 

In the past two months, 
the Council has announ- 
ced untreated sewage re- 
leases in Haverhill and 
Lawrence. 

MRWC board member 
Suzanne DiMeco hopes 
people will be moved to 
action by watching the 
film. 

“We know that people 
are looking for ways to get 
involved, and we know the 
film will encourage peo- 
ple to participate in an 
event, join the council, or 
ask how can they can 
move beyond just aware- 
ness of this issue.” 

DiMeco explained that 
questions from the public 
can be sent prior to the 
film, or addressed during 
the Q&A panel, which 
will include eco-photog- 
rapher Jerry Monkman, 
Society for the Protec- 
tion of New Hampshire 
Forest’s Ryan Smith, 
MRWC executive director 
Matthew Thorne and oth- 
ers.

Some not happy with remote learning 
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agreed upon right before 
Labor Day weekend, which 
meant that staff had only 
a short period of time to 
indicate if they had plans 
to take any leave. 

“It became clear that the 
hybrid model would not 
have sufficient staff to 
receive students,” he said. 

With more teachers re- 
questing remote positions 
than number of remote 
positions available, he wor- 
ried that all of the 27 staff 
members who weren’t 
given remote positions 
would have to take a leave 
of absence and be allowed 
to do so under new federal 
regulations. 

This issue combined with 
the HVAC study indicating 
that almost every school in 
town was recommended 
for portable air purifiers 
and ongoing negotiations 
with the WTA, Dr. Brand 
reasoned, led to shifting 
from the hybrid model to 
which they were previous- 
ly committed. 

However, he said that it’s 
still the district’s desire to 
transition to hybrid, which 
is why they’re using the 
cohort system and they 
would explore options to 
open by school from the 
lowest grades up. 

The district’s goals, he 
said, are still to best meet 
student’s health, safety, 
and social and emotional 
needs and to remain flexi- 
ble, adaptable, and resili- 
ent in terms of planning. 
The superintendent reiter- 
ated that 140 “high needs” 
students who are English 
learners, economically dis- 
advantaged, homeless or 
in foster care, and have 
disabilities will have in- 
person learning at the 
high school in all grades. 

For good measure, Brand 
shared a short list of near- 
by school districts also 
starting remote, including 
but not limited to Reading, 
Methuen, Lynnfield, Sa- 
lem, Lynn, Framingham, 
Watertown, Dedham, and 
Masconomet. He also ex- 


pected an update on Wil- 


mington’s classification on 
the governor’s color-coded 
metric for COVID-19 cases 
with a recent uptake in 
positive cases in town. 

He was excited to add 
that CARES will have cov- 
erage starting in the end 
of September for two “pods” 
per grade level with limit- 
ed adult supervision. 

The School Committee 
members gave credit to 
the work of teachers and 
everyone involved in the 
school reopening commit- 
tee. Jo Newhouse asked if 
all families should have 
already received info for 
the school day tomorrow, 
and Christine Elliot con- 
firmed that should be the 
case. 

Dr. Brand also clarified 
that cohorts A-C will re- 
ceive synchronous learn- 
ing for 4.5 days under the 
remote learning model, 
which is more synchro- 
nous learning than the 
hybrid model with 2.5 
days. Synchronous learn- 
ing, as described by Elli- 
ott, is live teaching and 
support, while asynchro- 
nous learning is informa- 
tion given to students on 
assignments and activities 
to be done independently. 

In the public comments, 
residents expressed their 
overwhelming dissatisfac- 
tion about changing the 
plan to extending full re- 
mote at the last minute. 
Several mentioned the in- 
effectiveness of all of the 
planning and meeting that 
has been discussed with- 
out a plan provided before 
the first day of school. 

They reasoned that if 
Wilmington’s first respon- 
ders, food service workers, 
and other community 
members can return to 
work, then so should their 
teachers. Many reiterated 
they. preferred in person 
learning and that their 
voices haven’t been heard 
in this regard. 

Addressing specifically 
the reasons for the delay 
from Dr. Brand’s. email, 
some residents understood 
the negotiations of the 
WTA to be “putting politi- 


cal agendas in the way of 
the students’ education.” 
This may stem from the 
perceived lack of trans- 
parency into what the 
negotiations have been 
about. Commenters also 
wondered. why teachers 
were late notifying the dis- 
trict of their intention to 
take leaves and why the 
HVAC requests had been 
put in so late. A few sug- 
gested solutions to the 
HVAC issues were opening 
windows, having class out- 
doors, and letting the 
younger students use the 
newest buildings and. let- 


ting the oldest students 


start remote. 

Some residents stood on 
the defense of teachers 
and thanked Dr. Brand 
and the School Committee. 

One resident said, “It’s 
unfair to place so much 
blame on administrators, 
teachers, and building 
leadership.” 

Another commenter ex- 
plained on behalf of teach- 
ers that they’ve spent 
months worrying, overan- 
alyzing every possible sit- 
uation, and hoping to be in 
class again with their stu- 
dents. Still, many resi- 
dents want to see the 
School Committee, admin- 
istration, and the WTA 
solve outstanding issues 
so. that students can get 
back to school in person. 

Residents also shared 
concern for not being noti- 
fied yet about the specific 
plan for each class or 
cohort for the first day of 
remote learning. They 
sought concrete, specific 
direction for their students 
at home. 

One resident said, “I 
don’t care if we go remote; 
I just want to know what 
to expect.” 

While School Committee 
Chair Jennifer Bryson re- 
peated that the committee 
doesn’t respond to public 
comments, they’re still up- 
dating the FAQ on the 
school website and invit- 
ing residents to email re- 
maining questions to any 
school committee mem- 
ber.

New building and full renovation considered 


N.E. Metro Tech 


identifies four 
construction options

Northeast Metropolitan Technical High 
School officials could be just months away 
from recommending a final plan to address 
the litany of space and building system is- 
sues within the half-century-old complex in 
Wakefield. 

Earlier this month, Northeast Superin- 
tendent David DiBarri revealed the dis- 
trict’s School Building Committee has 
identified four leading construction options 
for upgrading the vocational facility to ac- 
commodate both modern-day educational 
needs and a substantial jump in student en- 
rollments in the regional high school over 
the past decade. 

“Hach of these options presented will go 
a long way toward helping us better meet 
the learning needs of our students and fur- 
ther allow us to provide them with the best 
technical education possible,” DiBarri said 
of the process. “We have worked diligently 
to fully explore these different options in 
order to determine which will be the best: 
choice, and will continue to share regular 
updates as we continue through the design 
process.” 

Under current timelines, the School 
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Building Committee hopes to finalize its 
analysis of the four options and pick a pre- 
ferred alternative by January of 2021. If 
all goes to according to plan, a report 
would be sent to the Mass. School Building 
Authority (MSBA) with the hopes that the 
state agency would consent in February to 
the site selection and construction method- 
ology. 

Based upon estimates prepared in 2016, 
the construction of a new vocational school 
could cost as much as $200 million. 

“Once the Preferred Schematic Report 
phase is complete, the project team will 
then begin drawing up schematics of the 
chosen option, which will be submitted for 
consideration to the MSBA in June 2021. At 
that time, the project will also work to set 
a budget and apply for grant funding from 
the MSBA to offset some of the overall 
cost,” Northeast officials explained in a 
prepared statement last week. 

DiBarri and his predecessor, former 
Northeast Superintendent Theodore Nick- 
ole, have long argued the regional high 
school should be rebuilt entirely in order to 
service future generations of students in 
more than a dozen area communities.

The last new build scenario would site the 
new school in the middle of a heavily 
wooded section of the 42-acre campus that 
sits across the street on Hemlock Road by 
the Breakheart Reservation side of the lot. 

The four final site plans are being ex- 
plored after the School Building Commit- 
tee conducted a feasibility study that 
analyzed a total of 12 options for renovat- 
ing or rebuilding the school. The district 
then narrowed down its focus 'to six alter- 
natives. 

One option, which entailed a renovation 
of the existing building, was ultimately 
nixed as unrealistic. 

The second proposal that was rejected 
would have entailed the purchase of new 
land for a new school. Given the size of 
the high school’s existing campus, the con- 
cept was similarly characterized as mak- 
ing little sense. 

The feasibility study, led by architect 
Drummey Rosane Anderson (DRA) Inc., 
was officially launched in April of 2019. 
Under MSBA rules, the Waltham designer 
was required to examine a broad range of 
solutions for the identified building defi- 
ciencies, regardless of the district’s admit- 
ted preference for a new school. 

The options were ultimately graded 
upon criteria that included overall cost, 
technical and building code obstacles, and 
the solution’s ability to address identified 
problems with the existing buildings aca- 
demic amenities, capacity limitations, and 
building system deficiencies. 

The selection of a preferred alternative 
for a potential funding partnership with 
the MSBA is one of the final reports due 
before the district seeks funding for a new 
high school. Assuming the. state agency 
agrees with the final reports findings, the 
School Building Committee would then 
began developing more formal architec- 
tural plans for the project, before going 
out to bid. 

School officials have been eyeing a new 
high school at the Hemlock Road campus 
for years now, and in order to demon- 
strate the need for the new building, the 
district in 2016 led its own needs assess- 

ment outside of the MSBA. 
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Newburyport architect Dore & Whittier, 
which led that analysis, ultimately fore- 
casted it would cost around $56.2 million 
just to bring the facility up to current 
building code and American Disabilities 
Act (ADA) standards. 

In addition, the consultants described 
the existing facility as in major disrepair 
and suffering from chronic overcrowding 
issues. When last expanded in 1970, the 
high school was designed to house no more 
than 900 pupils. 

Despite those constraints, over the past 
decade, Northeast Vocational School 
alumni have enjoyed immense success not 
only in the competitive and lucrative infor- 
mation technology, HVAC, and health in- 
dustry fields, but also by enrolling into 
some of the country’s most prestigious col- 
leges, such as MIT and the U.S. Naval 
Academy. 

Northeast Metro Tech has also been 
listed as a Level 1 facility, a rating by the 
state’s Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education’s (DESE) that des- 
ignates the Wakefield vocational school as 
one of the state’s best academic perform- 
ers. Due to its academic successes and 
the growing popularity of vocational pro- 
grams, Northeast officials reportedly re- 
ject more than 300 applications from 
students seeking to enroll in the district 
each year. 

Besides space issues, Northeast offi- 
cials in submissions to the MSBA de- 
scribed the 50-year-old building as 
evidencing clear signs of having outlived 
its useful life. 

“The maintenance staff is in crisis 
management mode for much of the school 
year, patching leaking and non-functional 
systems [and] jerry-rigging temporary 
fixes, which diverts resources away from 
a more strategic approach to building 
maintenance and lowers morale," reads 
one snippet from Northeast's 48-page ap- 
plication or statement-of-interest (SOI) to 
the MSBA, which referenced uninsulated 
walls, a failing roof, collapsing sewer lines, 
and air quality issues due to antiquated 
shop systems. 

"Our existing building is always neat 
and clean, and we are proud of how it 
presents to the public, but its systems are 
truly crumbling," another portion of the 
2017 submittal continues. "Every day we 
walk on eggshells: one major issue or 
breakdown and our [capital] money will 
be wiped out, and the possibility of classes 
being interrupted or the entire school 
being forced to close while facility issues 
are dealt with is an ever-present possibil- 
ity for which we cannot plan."

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - On 
Friday, Wilmington High 
School Athletic Director 
Mia Muzio sent out a let- 
ter to parents and stu- 
dents with updated infor- 
mation about fall athlet- 
ics, registration and other 
important news concern- 
ing the fall athletic sea- 

son. 

While the letter was sent 
out, four days later, the 
Wilmington School 
Committee officially gave 
the approval that the fol- 
lowing. sports will be 
offered for the fall season: 
boys and girls soccer, boys 
and girls cross-country, 
field hockey and golf. 

It had already been pre- 
determined that football, 
cheerleading and volley- 


‘ball will be moved to Fall 


Season 2, which will take 
place in late February. 

Muzio, who officially too 
over on July ist after for- 
mer AD Ed Harrison 
returned after four years 
to bail the school out on a 
one-year interim basis, 
was asked what factors 
went into the decision 
allowing the student-ath- 
letes to compete this fall. 

“There was quite a few 
factors that went into the 
decision for the go ahead 
with the fall athletics sea- 
son,” she replied. 
“Ultimately I think that 
the decision was driven by 
the many benefits of par- 
ticipation in athletics that 
include but are not limited 
to better educational out- 
comes, sense of belonging, 
school engagement, posi- 
tive youth development, 
and social-emotional well 
being.” 

The first day of 
tryouts/practice will be 
this coming Monday. The 


first match for the golf 
team will take place on 
September 28th and the 
first games/meets for the 
other offered sports will 
begin on October 3rd. 

In the letter, Muzio 
explained the guidelines 
for this fall season. With 
the exception of cross- 
country which will hold 
five meets, the other 
sports will all play ten 
games/matches each. 
Most of. the varsity (and 
sub-varsity) contests will 
take place on Saturdays, 
as well as the two holi- 
days, Columbus Day and 
Veterans Day. Golf match- 
es will be played during 
the week bases on golf 
course availability. 

Also. among the new 
guidelines includes: every 


student-athlete will be 


required to complete a 
COVID-19 screening 
before the start of every 
practice and game; varsi- 
ty teams may practice 
three times a week and 
sub-varsity will have two 
practices per week; 
Roster limitations will be 
set at 25 for soccer, field 
hockey, cross-country and 
golf, however, only ten stu- 
dent-athletes will be 
allowed per each golf 
match. 

The letter also states 
that "in an effort to 
remain in compliance 
with all Massachusetts 
State Laws relative to 
large person gatherings, 
the Middlesex League will 
only permit one. fan per 
student-athlete. 
Attendance protocols will 
strictly be enforced in all 
locations, while masks 
and social distancing will 
be expected for all specta- 
tors in attendance.” 

Muzio was asked about 
the challenges she has 
had to take on since her 


arrival 
months ago. 

"This has been quite a 
start. There have been a 
lot of moving pieces and 
difficult decisions but ulti- 
mately the priority is 
always the health and 
well-being of our student 
athletes both on and off 
the field. I am excited to 
be here at WPS and really 
grateful for this opportu- 
nity.” 

She was also asked about 
volleyball being moved to 
the Fall Season 2 and said 
the decision has nothing 
to do with not naming a 
new head coach as of yet, 
one to replace Bruce 
Shainwald, who resigned 
earlier this calendar year. 

“The Middlesex League 
made the decision as a 
group to move the volley- 
ball season to Fall 2,” she 
said. 

While volleyball, football 
and cheerleading will 
begin in late February, 
the other usual fall sports 
such as soccer, field hock- 
ey, cross-country and golf 
will start this Monday, all 
with new guidelines and 
modifications. 

“T think that participa- 
tion in high school athlet- 
ics is so much more than 
just competition,” said 
Muzio. “ It is about being 
part of a team, learning 
how to deal with adversi- 
ty, building healthy habits, 
the list goes on and on. 

“TI think that it is impor-

Last 
year as a junior she not 
only made the varsity

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - When 
COVID-19 struck in 
March, it cancelled ail 
sports, including baseball. 
Shortly after that it was 
announced that the 
Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association would allow a 
fall season to take place, 
assuming it would be safe 
to play. This Sunday, the 
Wilmington team, headed 
up by head coach Mare 
Gallucci and his assis- 
tants Lou Piazza, Shawn 
Roque and Pat Toomey, 
will take part in the first 
of six contests with a road 
trip to face Lowell 
Catholic to be held at 

Tyngsboro High School. 

For Gallucci, even 
though this is just a short 
season, lasting until late 
October, he said getting 
back on the field is impor- 
tant for the 15 kids on his 
roster. 

"Absolutely, (we are 
looking forward to the 
season)," he answered. 
"We will have our first 
indoor practice on 
Wednesday, so it'll proba- 
bly be cage work and stuff 
like that, so I'll have a 
chance to talk to the kids 
on the team then. I know 
personally, my kids are 
excited about getting back 
on the field. There's a lot 
of good kids on the team, 
so we're looking forward 
to the season." 

A handful of the kids on 
this roster were part of 
the summer Northeast 
League team which cap- 
tured the league champi- 
onship title. That team 
consisted of several kids 
who had graduated this 
past June, and Gallucci 
said those kids won't be 
eligible to play for this fall 
team. 

"It's for kids who are 
still in high school and not 
for the kids who graduat- 
ed," he said. "They got 
their opportunity thank- 
fully during the summer 
to play where they missed 
their senior year. They all 
got a lot of playing time, 
they got to have a season 
and it was good as they 
won the Northeast League 
Championship title so it 
was fun time for them and 
a little different than it 
‘was in past years." 
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While there will be 
changes in terms of social 
distancing, there's other 
new rules in terms of the 
actual games. 

"They have changed it to 
a nine-inning game and 
from what I understand 
the rules are pretty open 
to get as many hitters in 
the line-up as you want," 
said Gallucci. "It's a short 
season so we want to get 
everybody batting and try 
to get some kids some 
solid playing time. We 
won't have to worry about 
giving kids just one or two 
at-bats in games because 
you have to move kids in 
and out. 

“These new rules will 
make it a little bit easier 
to get kids the at bats, to 
move them around to play 
a couple of different posi- 
tions as right now we're 
not sure where they are 
all going to play." 

As for the roster, 
Gallucci said there's a 
mix of some kids with var- 
sity experience, others 
who excelled during the 
summer league as well as 
younger kids with lots of 
potential. 

"We've got the four kids 
who were sophomores 
together the last time we 
actually had high school 
baseball season (in 2018) 
including my sons Drew 
and Derek Gallucci, Nico 
Piazza and Jimmy 
McCarron are all return- 
ing," he said. "We have 
eight seniors and then the 
other seven guys are 
younger. We have 15 kids 
on the team and we have 
some decent experience. 

"We have four kids with 
varsity experience and 
some of the juniors we 
have are definitely quality 
players. We have Joey 
Dynan, who pitched great 
during the summer. Jack 
Toomey played for us dur- 
ing the summer. We've got 
kids like Nate Packer, who 
is a good, quick outfielder. 
Then we have a couple of 
younger guys, who are 
just good, solid ballplay- 
ers from what I saw (from 
the summer) including 
Jacob Roque and Burke 
Zimmer, who are both 
incoming sophomores." 

Gallucci added that one 
of the team's strengths 
should be on the mound 
including Dynan, who was 
the playoff hero for the 


Northeast team. 

"Jimmy McCarron and 
Joey Dynan should be our 
top two pitchers. After 
that, just going on what I 
have seen as I have not 
coached these kids in the 
‘past, we have Brook 
Zimmer, is a solid pitcher. 
He's a good left-hander so 
that gives us a couple of 
left-handers as Jimmy 
McCarron is one also. 

“I'm not totally sure if 
Jacob Roque is a pitcher - 
he did pitch in the sum- 
mer. I'm not sure if he's a 
consistent pitcher or not, 
but he does have a strong 
arm so I know he can 
pitch." 

The entire team will con- 
sist of seniors: Drew and 
Derek Gallucci, Nico 
Piazza, Jimmy McCarron, 
Garrett Moretto, Peter 
DiAdamo and DJ 
Ricupero; juniors Joey 
Dynan, Jack Toomey, 
Nate Packer, Joe Cornish, 
Matt Vinal and Brian 
Curdo; and then sopho- 
mores Jacob Roque and 
Burke Zimmer. 

Wilmington will play -six 
games, all on the road, all 
to be held on Sunday 
mornings at 10:00 am. 
After the game _ with 
Lowell Catholic — this 
Sunday, the other five 
games include Methuen, 
Billerica, ~ Tyngsboro, 
Tewksbury and Methuen 
for the second time.

He encouraged those 
around him to do the same 
and was constantly pointing 
others back to their Creator.

Ne- 
ver once complaining or 
feeling sorry for himself, he 
took everything in great 
stride, and quickly gained 
the respect of every doctor 
or medical staff he came in 
contact with. 

His kindness and gentle- 
ness were apparent a mile 
away, and he became a fa- 
vorite patient everywhere 
he went. 

Eventually, Tom’s body 
tired of the surgeries and 
constant battle to regain 
health. He returned home 
to spend his last days with 
the people he loved the 
most in the place he loved 
the most.

ogs have long held 
the title of “man’s 
best friend,” al- 
though cats are ac- 
tually the world’s 
most popular pet, outnum- 
bering dogs as many as 
three to one. Cats are inde- 
pendent, curious and loyal, 
making them wonderful 
lifelong companions. 

That is why in September 
cat lovers from around the 
world celebrate their feline 
friends during National 
Happy and Healthy Cat 
Month! 

The domestic cat has been 
a treasured pet that can be 
traced back over 4,000 years 
to ancient Egypt.

In honor of National Hap- 
py and Healthy Cat Month, 
the Catalyst Council, a na- 
tional initiative composed of 
animal health and welfare 
organizations, has com- 
prised several recommenda- 
tions to keep your favorite 
feline happy and healthy. 
Cats are natural hunters 
and require physical and 
mental stimulation. Play- 
ing with a “new” toy can 
provide hours of entertain- 


ment for your cat. This 
does not mean you have to 
go to the store and stock up 
on a variety of expensive 
cat toys. A wadded up piece 
of paper, an empty box, an 
old shoe string, or a paper 
shopping bag will easily 
provide as much, or more, 
fun as the store bought toys. 

Cats are very smart, and 
despite their reputation of 
perhaps ignoring people 
and commands, they are 
relatively easy to train, 
especially if your cat is 
food motivated. Training 
sessions can provide much 
needed play time, as well 
as allow for bonding time 
for you and your feline 
companion. 

Cats are also natural 
climbers. Providing your 
cat with “cat trees” or per- 
ches will not only save your 
furniture from being torn 
up, it also will provide a 
secure viewpoint of the rest 
of your cat's domain.

cats were originally owned 
only by the rich, but soon 
popularity spread to India 
and Japan, and the breed- 
ing of Siamese and Bur- 
mese cats started to grow. 

It is believed that cats 
were introduced to Europe 
by Greek and Roman tra- 
ders, who used the services 
of the domesticated cat for 
pest control for their cargo. 

During the 15th and 16th 
centuries cats were a wel- 
come part of the crew on 
cargo ships to minimize 
vermin and disease.

There has been some dis-

Ride the rails in Portsmouth, New Hampshire

Rail bikes have become a popular 
activity across the country, taking 
abandoned stretches of railroad and 
providing a new generation of riders 
a way to access some of the most sce- 
nic yet hidden byways in America. 

Introduced in Las Vegas in 2015 by a 
woman who had seen the rail bikes 
on a television show, the pedal pow- 
ered recumbent machines have steel 
wheels and provide a fairly effortless 
way to enjoy an old scenic railroad. 
The industry has blossomed into sev- 
eral companies throughout the Uni- 
ted States and Canada which offers

these adventures. 

We chose our rail riding in Rhode 
Island, visiting Portsmouth and Rail 
Explorers. Our mixed group of adults 
and teenagers was split between a 
two-seater tandem and a four-seater 
quad bike. The ride went as planned 
despite slightly misty weather, but 
umbrellas were provided and the 
warm temperature made it no issue. 

The whole group was happy to be 
out. and enjoying the sights. Our 
departures were spaced so as not to 
tailgate the next crew. The bikes are 
not a race, rather a pleasant ride 
along the ocean, through woods and 
Audubon properties, and some lovely 
yards. 

The pedaling is along the flat, for-

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mer Old Colony railroad, built in 
1862. The rail runs past Narragansett 
Bay and through coastal woodlands, 
offering picture-perfect views of 
Jamestown, the Mount Hope Bridge 
and Hog Island Shoal Lighthouse. 

Other New England companies of- 
fer different features such as riding 
along the Merrimack River in New 
Hampshire, Passagassawakeag River 
in Maine, or the Connecticut River in 
Connecticut. 

The bikes have a hand brake which 
gives the user control over speed, 
though the bikes seem to only go a 
few miles an hour and why rush any- 
way? All types of riders were on the 
rails, from grandparents with grand- 
kids, young couples, families and 
groups of teens. 

Some of the rides are out and back, 
where a lunch or snack break is of- 
fered while the bikes are turned 
around. The ride we chose was six 
miles in one direction and then we 
took a trolley back to our start — 
masks required. The ride and return 
took approximately 90 minutes. 

It was really a nice way to get out, 
have a unique experience and not 
have to wear a mask while riding the 
bike. We enjoyed a fine lunch of fried 
seafood at Izzy’s in Warwick, but 
could have easily visited Flo’s for 
chowder nearby.
